Washington, January 9.—(Special.)—

favor the abolishment of the army can- 
teen and who, therefore. are against the 
amendment of the senate committer 
changing the army bill as it came from 
| the house in this respect, lad to the con- 
clusion that the canteen {is going. Sena- 
tor Hansbrough. -who has been active in 
the fight, reported to the republican 

steering committee of the senate this 
afternoon that there is awparently a ma- 
| Jority of seven senators against the can- 
Zeen. Yt is said in this connection that 
the rather remarkable spectaele is pre- 
sented of the brewery interests lining up 
with the Woman's Christian Temperance 
Union in fichting the canteen. It seems 
that the makers of beer are against the 
canteen for a reason diametrically op- 
posite to that which influences the action 
of the ladies of the Woman's Christian 
Temperance Union and ktndred organiza- 
tions. Whereas these latter believe the 
abolition of the canteen would lead to a 
smaller consiumption of beer by the sol- 
diers in army posts, the beer people be- 
lieve that with the competition of the 
canteen out of the wav the groggeries 
about the different posts on which there 
is no restriction of the sale would do 4 
much more flourishing business and the 
tota] consumption of the »:oduct of their 
breweries would be greater without the 
canteen then with it. However this may 
be. there is no doubt that the hrewery 
people and those specially allied with 
them are in fighting the canteen. 

This canteen question played a big part 
in today’s discussion of the army bill by 
the senate. 

Mr. McCumber. of North Dakota, in a 
carefully prepared argument, urged the 
adoption of the house provision abolish- 
ine the canteen. He declared that a 
yreat majority of the deaths in the army 
were dve either directly or indirectly to 
the use of intoxicants. 

Mr. Teller. of Colorado. said that no at- 
tack was being made upon the post ex- 
change, but merely upon the beer-selling 
part of the exchange. He declared his 
belief that the canteen syjem was vicl- 
ous and believed that the great majority 
of the American people held to the same 
opinion. The Colorado senator maintain- 
ed that the excessive use of beer was 
one of the most degrading phases of in- 
temperance. The statement that the sa- 
loon interest ,was back of the fight upon 
the canteen, he said, was absurd. 

“It is true, nevertheless,’’ interjected 
Wir. Hawley. of Connecticut. 

“It is not true.’’ retorted Mr. Teller, 
“and the senator cannot prove that it is 
true.” 

Speaking of the situation In the Philip- 
pines Mr. Teller declared that the United 
States was cursing the peonle of those 
Yslands with @ curse as ‘‘vicious as any 
the pcncmge ever placed upon them.” 


“It was,” he said, ‘‘within the power of 
Phe president, and within the power of 
congress to destroy government encour- 
agement of drinking among the Filipinos 
and the soldiers of the A.erican army.’ 


The senator directed attention to a 
statement of President Schurman, of the 
old Philippine commission. to the effect 
that one of the most demoralizing in- 
fluences taken to the Philippines by the 
United States. was the American saloon. 
He said that the few thousand Americans 
in Manila drank more per capita than 
the same number of Americans any-

whese. 

Mr. Lodge inquired if it was not a fact 
that the government of the United States 
had nothing to do with the saloons estab- 
lished in Manila; that the army canteen 
was an entirely different matter. 

Mr. Teller replied that was true, but 
that it was within the power of the 
president to close every saloon in Manila 
as soon as a cablegram could reach the 
city. 

Mr. Lodge deprecated the _ establish- 
ment in Manila of the American bar- 
rooms, which had followed in the wake 
of the American army. He said: 

“If there be any way to close them I 
would favor it heartily.’’ 

Mr. Gallinger said that he had been 
told by a prominent army officer that 
‘the four or five hundred American sa- 
loons in Manila were licensed by the 
American government and he believed 
they could be completely abolished. 

“I don’t know the condition in Manila,”’ 
said Mr. Lodge. “But I do know that 
under cormmmand of General Ludlow the 
establishment of saloons was stopped in 
Havana. 

‘TIT never heard any complaint of this 
thing when I was in Havana last spring,”’ 
said Mr. Teller, ‘‘or anywhere in Cuba. 
But this condition of affairs exists in 
Havana.” 

Mr. Foraker, explaining that he was 
compelled to be absent from the cham- 
ber during the remainder of the day, 
said that if he were present when the 
amendment was voted ‘upon he would 
vote against the committee amendment, 
which continues the canteen. 

Mr. Lodge gave notice of an amend- 
ment prohibiting the importation of dis- 
tilled liquors into the Philippines, except 
for medicinal purposes.

Then the steering committee lead- 
ers propose a change calculated to bring 
about competition for this subsidy by 
placing all applicants on the san.e foot- 
ing, which they claim is not the case un- 
der this bill. Senator Aldrich does not 
threaten Senator Hanna, but he .does 
give it as his opinion that there is 
chance for the passage of the bill, un- 
less theses changes are made; and Sena- 
tor Hanna knows that the hints of the 
senator from Rhode Island, however 
mild and innocent they may seem, carry 
a volume of meaning. On any matter of 
legislation Senator Aldrich’s suggestions 
of what will or what will not happen are 
regarded as the announcement of ‘facts 
which it will take but a short time to be- 
come actual. While Senator Aldrich does 
not guarantee to pass the bill with the 
changes indicated, he thinks it can pass. 
There is nothing, he says, in the oft-re- 
peated threat of Senator Hanna of an 
extra session. -ie says if there is an ex- 
tra session it will not be on the ship 
subsidy bill.

Steamer ldlewild Ablaze Dritts 


Avainst Pier Heads, 
JUTE AND COTTON CATCH 


Several Ships Cut Adrift To Escape 
Burning — Crews Fight the 
Flames—Property Destroyel 
Amounts to Half a 
Miffon Dollars. 


New York, Januaty 9.—In an early 
morning fire on the Erie Basin front that 
lighted up all South Brooklyn, Bear's 
Shipping stores, at the foot of Richards 
street, were partly destroyed, an excur- 
sion steamer, the Idlewild, was burned to 
the water's fireman was in- 
jured, and fifty seamen nar- 
rowly escaped with their lives. The total 
loss is estimated at $500,000, 

The fire started, no one knows how, 
the Idlewild about 1 o’clock, The steam- 
er was lying just inside the breakwater, 
from which pwoint she drifted as soon as 
cut directly across the 
Erie basin and up against one of Beard’s 
pier heads. Soon the big covered pier, 
where jute cotton were stored in 
bales, was in flames, 

Fire Chief Croker hurried over 
New York. 

The steamship Coya, which recently ar- 
rived from Callao, was cut adrift from 
the burning shed and worked out 
into the There her crew fought 
the flames with deck hose, 
the fire under control. 

On the other side of the pier was lying 
the tramp steamship St. Dunstan, from 
Liverpool, with of fruit and 
sugar. Her crew managed to get ashore, 
while the fireboats took care of the aban- 
doned ship,quenching the flames after her 
deck house had caught fire and her port 
side was badly blistered and then set her 
adrift. 

The Id!ewHd meanwhile had burned to 
the water's edge and a couple of lighters 
also had been destroyed. Fire tugs and 

ngine companies poured their streams 
into the burning stores, but could only 
prevent the fire from spreading. 

By 4 o'clock the flames had died down 
to a smoulder.

High Seas Running Prevent 
Rescuers From Reaching the

PERSONS CAN BE SEEN

Thousands Are Watching Along the 
Shore To Give Any Aid Possi- 
ble to Those Who Are Now 
Hanging Between Life 
and Death. 


Marseilles, January 9.—Dispatches from 
the village of Far&man, near which the 
French mail steamer Russie, from Oron, 
Algeria, stranded Monday in a violent 
storm, with fifty passengers and a crew 
of forty on board, say that all efforts to 
reach the steamer have failed. owing to 
the tremendous height at which thé seas 
are rolling. The pilot boats and torpedo 
beats which have attempted to reach the 
steamer have been unable to battle with 
the waves, and have returned. The only 
hope seems to be in the ability of the life- 
savers to throw a line over the Russie, as 
the wrecked vessel is driven closed to the 
The forecastle and paft of the 
deckhouse kre all of the vessel 
water.

Lexington, Ky., January $:—(Special.)— 
Brooks Munson, a tramp in the county 
poorhouse, yesterday made a confession 
which clears up one of the saddest trage- 
dies of the state. It took place three 
ago, when the body of Mrs. Will 
Gregg was found at the bottom of.a well 
on the Gregg place, one and one-half 
miles from Sturgis, in Union county. 
Gregg, who a young and prosperous 
farmer, stated that he had gone to the 
field to superintend some work, but need- 
ing some repairing tools had returned to 
the house. Not finding his wife, he in- 
quired of the eldest child as to her where- 
abouts, and was told that she had gone 
out to draw some water from the well. 
Still failing to see or hear her he be- 
came alarmed and had the well searched. 
She was found, head downward at the 
bottom, the flesh about the throat being 
black, with bruises on the body, the lat- 
ter evidently contracted in the fall. The 
report was circulated that the young wife 
had committed suicide because of ill 
treatment at the hands of her husband. 
The young husband brooded over these 
reports until his mind became affected 
and he committed suicide by taking coro- 
sive sublimate. Munson, when he found 
he was dying, sent for a notary public 
and a minister and confessed his crime. 
He detailed how he had appeared at the 
Gregg house for breakfast and upon being 
refused killed Mrs. Gregg and threw her 
body in the well. The husband finding 
fhat the community believed his wife 
committed suicide from ill treatment took

HE WAS A NATIVE OF VIRGINIA 


States Navy Dies.

ington today, was fifty-one years old, a 
native of Virginia, and his parents re- 
cently died here. Me was educated here, 
enlisted in the United States navy and 
after a few years’ service by sheer force 
of merit he rose to the rank of lieutenant 
and served on the various naval stations 
of the world. In January, 1865, he was 
assigned to duty as acting paymaster in 
the United States steam sloop Plymouth, 
and the following year he was made 
paymaster.

CIRCUIT COURT IS SUSTAINED. 


Title to Forty Thousand Acres of 


Land Disposed Of. 

Richmond, Va., January 9.—(Special.)— 
The supreme court of appeals today sum- 
marily disposed of the famous case of 
Smith versus Thompson, involving the 
title to 41,000 acres of land in Bath, High- 
land, Réckbridge and Augusta counties.

Lit Hune Chang and Prince Ching both 
strongly urge the signing of the agree 
ment and they believe their counsels 
must prevail. They have pointed out in 
the strongest possible terms that the very 
existence of China necessitates the ac- 
ceptance of the terms of the powers and 
that failure on the part of China to sign 
may mean the allies will, as soon as the 
state of the weather makes such a step 
feasible, send troops over the country 
and that parts of the empire heretofore 
untouched, will feel the scourge of war. 

The Germans have sent two companies 
of infantry to the vicinity of the Ming 
tombs, where trouble is reported.

Investigating Committee Arrives at 
West Point Academy.

Quakers Buy a Fine Old Southern 
Plantation. 


GREAT CHANGES BEING MADE 


Old Colénial Home Being Trans- 
formed Into Hunter’s Paradise. 


ALL KINDS OF GAME IN ABUNDANCE 


Few Philadelphians Invest Near Sa- 
vannah and Are Arranging for 
Pleasure Rare. 


Savannah, Ga., January 9.—(Special.)— 
Wealthy Philadelphians have established 
a hunting and fishing club on the Geor- 
gia coast. The club is located on the 
Kilkenny plantation, and has adopted that 
as the name of the tract it occupies. The 
Philadelphians own 12,600 acres of land 
splendidly adapted to their purpose, as it 
abounds in deed, quail, turkeys. ducks in 
season, foxes and other game, while the 
waters by which the tract is bounded on 
three sides and deeply indented teem with 
thé finest specimens of fish. 

But eight Philadelphians are represent- 
ed in the corporation that is known under 
the name of Kilkenny Plantation. The 
charter members will restrict member- 
ship to themselves, allowing no others to 
come in, so that it will be only by invi- 
tation that others than members of the 
club will enjoy the advantages that a stay 
at Kilkenny will afford. 

The officers and members of the club 
are John Wanamaker, president; Randall 
Morgan, vice president; Henry Dixon, sec- 
retary and treasurer; Thomas Roberts, 
George Roberts, Alexander Van Ran- 
salear and Thomas Wanamaker. 

Kilkenny clubhouse is twenty-nine miles 
from Savannah by rail and dirt road, 
trains having to be forsaken at Way’s 
station, in Bryan county, for vehicles to 
carry visitors fourteen miles through the 
country. Far from the disturbing whis- 
tle and rumble of trains, game lurks in 
abundance. The members of the club 
made remoteness from Tailroads one of 
their requirements when they were look- 
ing for a suitable tract for the establish- 
ment of preserves. By the water route 
from Savannah, Kilkenny is distant fifty 
miles, and a magnificent naptha launch, 
‘‘Kilkenny,’” has been purchased by the 
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club to make this trip and for outing 
cruises. The Kilkenny came.down from 
New York, arriving on January Ist, and is 
now at the clubhouse landing. She is de- 
scribed as forty-eight feet lohg, having 
three handsomely furnished cabins, @ 
beautiful silver service and the fastest 
thing in these waters. On her trip down 
from Beaufort, N. C., she beat Howard 
Gould’s steam yacht Wadda, her captain, 
Fred Appel, declared, by twenty-four 
hours. 

Guests and members of the club are now 
at Kilkenny, enjoying the hospitality of 
the magnificent clubhouse. This was re- 
modeled, renovated and decorated some 
time ago, Chief Engineer Henry M. Steele, 
of the Central railroad, who numbers the 
Philadelphians among his friends, having 
designed the new interior arrangement. 
Mahogany finishings and furniture make 
the clubhouse beautiful, and it is said 
it will compare favorably with the hand- 
somest of clubhouses. Those now mak- 
ing a stay at Kilkenny are Mr. and Mrs. 
George Roberts, T. Wilson Sharpless, T. 
Henry Dixon and Arthur E. Newbold. 

Sixty years ago the clubhouse was built, 
ideas that prevailed in that day upon the 
construction and appearance of southern 
plantation homes having been followed. 
Rev. Charles Rogers was the builder, and 
the plantatig@n was long referred to as 
the ‘‘Rogers Place.’’ It was bought 
some years ago by J. H. Furber, of thig 
city, by whom it was sold to the Philadel- 
phians. 

On the main land of Bryan Neck Kil- 
kenny plantation owns 4,600 acres, most 
of which is wooded with virgin pines, 
magnificent timber. Not. content with 
so extensive a tract, the owners, look- 
ing around for adjacent lands, decided 
upon the purchase of the greater part of 
Ossabaw Island, in which there are some 
14,000 acres. The north and south ends 
of the island, 8,000 acres In all, were ac- 
quired, and it is possible that the inter- 
mediate section may be secured 
thus givin the Kilkennyans the _ sole 
possession of an entire island, putting 
them upon the same plane with the Jekyl 
Island Club and with Jacob Rauers, owner 
of St. Catherine’s island. 

From Kilkenny clubhouse, across KiI- 
kenny creek, Bear-river and St. Cather- 
ine’s sound, it is seven or eight miles to 
Ossabaw island, but the “Kilkenny” will 
make short work of such a distance, and 
passage back and forth will be easy. The 
lands on Ossabaw, as well as those on 
the main, are prolific in game, yielding 
great quantities to the huntsmen, and 
they, as well as those on the old Kil- 
kenny tract, are made especially attrac- 
tive for deer, turkey, quail and other 
game by the planting of buckwheat, 
benne, beggar weed, rag weed and other 
things upon which game particularly de- 
lights to feed. J. Archie Smith is over- 
seer for the Kilkenny plantation, and 
the game keeper is Nick Clark. The one 
is intrusted with the management of the 
vast tract and devotes his attention to 
keeping it in such order as the owners 
like to find it upon the occasion of their 
visits, while the other sees to it that 
none poaches upon his employers’ pre- 
serves and that every care is bestowed 
upon the game that forms the principal 
attraction of the organization. 

Farming is no part of the plan of the 
making is a pursuit that they indulge at 
the north, and pleasure alone is sought by 
them in their visits to Kilkenny. Though 
700 acres of the land on the main is 
cleared and very productive when plant- 
ed, it is only for raising food. for the 
game and the horses and cows that are 
owned by the club that it is sown. ‘‘Plan- 
tation,’’ as the name of the club, is there- 
fore a bit misleading, but the Philadel- 
phians liked the sound “Kilkenny Planta- 
tion,” and agreed upon it.

S PORTO ICO 
FOREIGN OR NOT? 


Arcument of Cases Resumed 
in Supreme Court 


CONTENTION OF BOTH SHOES 


Government Counsel Say That Porto 
Rico Is a Possession of, and Not 
a Part of, the United States. 
Opposing) Lawyers 
Differ. 


Washington, January 9.—(Special.)—In 
the United States supreme court tcday 
Mr. F, R. Coudert, Jr., resumed his ar- 
gument in the Porto Rican cases, contin- 
uing his contention that Porto Rico is 
not foreign territory and hence that it is 
incompetent for the government author!- 
ties to levy and collect duties upon arti- 
cles imported from Portn Rico to New 
York. Justice Brown yesterday asked 
him whether a country can cease to be 
a foreign country and yet not be part 
of the United’ States—whether there is 
an fIntermediate condition. 

Replying today Mr. Coudert expressed 
the opinion that such a conition might 
exist temporarily, and he added that the 
supreme court had recognized if in deal- 
ing with Tampico in the case of Fleming 
versus Page, and in dealing with Cali- 
fornia {in the case of Cross versus Harri- 
son before the acquisition of California 
by the United States was completed. 

In such cases, he said, there was still 
a foreign element to be reckoned with 
and our assumption of authority was mil- 
itary in character. Th'§ assumption could 
be only temporary and in case of the sub- 
sequent acauisition of the country in 
question, civil government must of ne- 
cessity supersede the military control. 
On the other hand, if the territory is not 
acquired and is restored the foreign sov- 
ereign takes contro] without any osten- 
tation, showing that all the time its rights 
have existed; though they have been dor- 
mant. ‘“‘When,”’ he said, ‘‘we sanction ac- 
quisition ‘by the ratification of a treaty, 
we thus signalize our control of and sov- 
ereignty over new territory.”” Mr. Cou- 
dert followed his brief quite closely. 

A:phonse Hart spoke especially of the 
Armstrong case, in which the question.in- 
volved is the collection of duty on goods 
shipped from New York to Porto Rico. 
He contended that the constitution of the 
United States extends over every por- 
tion of the national duman, whether state, 


territory or district, and that as Porto > 


Rico was ceded to the United States by 
the Paris treaty, there was an absolute 
change of sovereignty and title. He also 
argued that the president being an execu- 
tive officer only, there was no right to 
impose duties on commerce between Por- 
to Rico and “other parts of the United 
States” by executive order after the rat- 
ification of the Paris treaty. Such an 
order was null and void and without 
authority of law. He held that since the 
ratification of the peace treaty our title 
to Porto Rico is as complete as our title 
to Ohio or New York, for there is no 
such thing as divided sovereignty, half 
empire and half republic, half Spanish 
and half America, 

H. W. Ward, counsel for Dolley, Smith 
& Co., laid especial stress upon the fact 
that the position of the Porto Rican law 
providing for the collection of duties is 
separate from other parts of tkat law, 
and that it is limited in operation in point 
of time to March 1, 1902. He characterized 
it as a makeshift and a plain violation 
of the constitution, and he cited num- 
erous authorities to sustain his view. 

Solicitor General Richards began the 
presentation of the government’s side of 
the controversy giving especial attention 
to the effect of the ratification of the 
Paris treaty upon the relation of this 
country and Porto Rico. He recommend- 
ed that the denial by the «ther side of 
the power which is being exercised by the 
president and congress amounts to saying 
that the treaty-making power is stripped 
of its proper functions; it cannot treat; it 
is plane, impotent, impossible, ridicu- 
lous. 

Mr. Richards argued that newly ac- 
quired territory becomes ‘‘not a part, but 
&@ possession of the United States terri- 
tory belonging to the United States.”’ 
“Its disposition and government fests 
under the constitution with the treaty- 
making power and with congress.”’ 

“Then, does such territory fall within 
the provision which requires duties to be 
assessed upon goods arriving from a for- 
eign country?’ asked Justice Brown. 

He put his question in a different 
shape before Mr. Richards could reply, 
‘Does it not cease to be a foreign coun- 
try?” he then said. To this query Mr. 
Richards answered: 

“I think not; not within the meaning 
of the customs law.”’ 

Continuing, Mr. Richards contended 
that the president has not power to ex- 
tend the Iimits of the United States, but 
that the legislative branch of the govern- 
ment may do so upon whatever terms it 
sees fit. He concluded with the state- 
ment that the Paris treaty never intend- 
ed to make these tropical islands, the is- 
lands acquired by the Spanish war, a 
part of the United States in the consti- 
tutional] sense, and just as certainly did 
make them a part of the United States 
in the international sense. 
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KINGMAN TO GO TO COURT. 


Sent To Eject the Government ‘En- 
gineer at Mussel Shoals. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., January 9.—Major 
Daniel C. Kingman has been summoned 
before the court at Huntsville, Ala., Sat- 
urday in an ejectment case, Certain par- 
tles owning property along the govern- 
ment canal at Mussel shoals had some 
time back brought suits against the gov- 
ernment involving its title to a part of 
the land occupied by the canal. These 
suits were never definitely settled and 
now a certain O'Neil, who was attorney 
for the parties mentioned, appears as 
owner, or claimant rather, and brings 
suit to eject the government engineer in 
charge of the canal. Major Kingman, as 
the engineer’s superior, is subpoenaed as 
a witness. The secretary of war has dli- 
rected the United States district attor- 
ney to defend the case on behalf of the 
engineers.

CAVE THE PRIEST 


ANUCKOUT DROPS 


Net Morning His Dead Body 
Was Found, 


ARREST OF ROBERT BRYAN 


It Was in Kis Saloon That the 
Priest Was Druggei and 
Robbed—Bryan Implicates 
Several Others in the 
Crime. 


New York, January 10.—Robert Bryan, 
alias “Sailor Bob,”’ alias “Jack Harris," 
wanted in Philadelphia for complicity fn 
the murder there, on Friday night last, 
of Rev. Father Rigel, a prominent Cath- 
olic priest, was arrested here tonight. He 
made a confession to Captain Titus, of 
the detective bureau, implicating several 
others, whcse names were not divulged. 
Captain Titus says that on Friday night 
last there went to Bryan's saloon in Phil- 
adelphia a man, whose name Bryan 
gives, but which is withheld by Captain 
Titus, accompanied by three companions, 
one a priest, the Rev. Father Rigel. The 
latter was very much intoxicated. The 
four men gave frequent orders for beer, 
vhich the priest always insisted on pay- 
ing for. Each time he paid he displayed 
a large roll of bills. He was so inftox!- 
cated that he dropped bills on the floor. 
The men struck his hands and made him 
drop more. Bryan admits getting $19 in 
that manner, and asserts that others Nt 
rore. This continued for some time, 


when the men left the room. He returned 

with a small vial which Bryan says was 
filled with laudanum and chloral. Twe 
glasses of beer were poured out, one of 
which was drugged. Bryan says that af- 
ter the priest had taken th? beer the man 
who had drugged him admitted he was 
going to rob the priest. 

Bryan then said that he could not al- 
low that in his place, and made the men 
take the priest out of the room. He says 
he knew nothing further about the af- 
fair until Saturday morning, when he 


was told that the body of a priest had | 


been found in the hallway of the house 
next door. Bryan said that he be came 


frightened and left town.

to the wreck and then flew a kite to 
which a lifeline was attached, in the direc- 
tion of the Russie, but it failed to reach 
the stranded vessel. Floats were also 
sent out from the beach with lines, but in 
no case did they succeed in reaching the 
steamer. Rockets were fired fruitlessly 
until the ammunition of the rocket mor- 
tars, which was very meager, ran out, the 
tugs wh'ch made repeated efforts to ap- 
proach the Russie were themselves 
menaced with disaster and obliged to re- 
linquish their attempts. 

Late in the afternodn another expedi- 
tion was essaved—that of I@unching a 
raft. with a lifeline, from a tug laying off 
the wreck. The result of this attempt te 
reach the endangered crew and passen- 
gers of the Russie is not yet known. Those 
on board of her were seen te launch 
floats, but they were all carried out to 
sean by the current. This afternoon the 
gale wis subsiding. 

Hlarrowing scenes were witnessed at 
the offices of the steamship company here, 
outside of which were gathered weeping 
wives and children and other relatives of 
the crew. who mostly hail from Mar- 
seilles. A message posted at 3:30 p. m., 
saying that up to that time all on board 
the Russie were alive, evoked a pathetic 
explosion of joy. 

The Russie was owned by the Societe 
Generale de Transports Martimes Ava- 
peur, of Marseilles..and not by the Com- 
pagnie Generale Trans-Atlantigue. The 
Russie was 623 tons net register, and was 
built in 1897 at Sunderland. She was 231 
feet, five Inches long; her beam was 37 
feet and she was 25 feet 7 inches deep. 

Shortly after 2 o’cJock, during a lull, 
the men on shore succeeded in getting a 
lifeline to the Russie, but it snapped as it 
was being rulled on beard. Other s!mi- 
lar attempts failed: but a more hopeful 
feeling prevails in view of the indications 
that the weather is clearing. A message 
from the Russie says: 

“The passengers are kept below, but 
all the crew are at their posts; and the 
captain anid officers are lashed to the 
bridge. The seamen tried td construct 
several rafts, but as they neared com- 
pletion they were washed away.” 

The sinking of the stern in the sand 
proves to have been a lucky thing for 
those on hoard, as the bow of the mail 
beat is tilted high above all save the 
biggest waves, and affords a_ refuge. 
Otherwise it is believed all would have 
long since perished. 

The cruiser Galilee and a tug with 
rocket apparatus left Toulon arsenal this 
evening to attempt to rescue the passen- 
gers, who are chiefly colonial function- 
eries and soldiers. 


MESSAGES OF SIGNIFICANCE. 


They Show “That Franco-Prussian 
Alliance Has Dissolved. 

Paris, January, 9.—In view of the state- 
ments of the anti-republican press, cor- 
roborated by the utterances of the No- 
voye Vremya, of St. Petersburg, that the 
Franco-Russian alliance is practically 
ended, the message passing today between 
the French minister of foreign affairs, 
M. Delceasse, and the Russian minister of 
foreign affairs, recalls their close personal 
friendship, which, he believes will be uti- 
lized for the common interests of their 
countries. Count Lamsdorff expresses a 
sincere desire to contribute to the con- 
solidation of the unalterable friendship 
which has united the two countries. 

It is noted that the words “alliance’”’ or 
“allies’’ are not contained in the dis- 
patches.

SOME MEMBERS VERY SORE 


They Had Failed To Get What They 
Wanted. 


CHAIRMAN BURTON'S EXPLANATION 


Defended the Appropriation for the 
Lakes—Bishop, Member of the 
. Rommittee, Makes Statement. 


Washington, January 9.—The house to 
day considered the river and harbor ap- 
propriation bill. Little progress was 
made. Ina bill carrying such a vast sum 
for. local improvements many localities 
are bound to be disappointed and-sore- 
ness outcropped in several places today, 
, the disappointed members refusing to al- 
‘low any limit to be placed on the general 

debate. 

Mr. Burton,-chairman of the committee 
on rivers and harbor, who is in charge of 
the bill, made an elaborate explanation 
of its provisions. He said the sundry 
civil bill would carry about $8,000,000 on 
contracts previously authorized. The 
‘total of direct appropriations for rivers 
‘and harbors for the next fiscal year 
would, therefore, aggregate about $32,- 
000,000. 

Mr. Burton produced figures to show 
that the enormous tonnage carried up 
and down the lakes warranted the ex- 
tensive appropriations they had received. 
He explained that the Missouri river 
commission had been abolished by the bill 
| because‘ while over $11,000,000 had been 
expended on that river, it had less com- 
merce today than thirty years ago. 

Mr. Corliss, of Michigan, attacked the 

bill for not giving proper recognition to 
the great lakes deep water way project. 
He contended that with a few exceptions 
it was not framed in the interest of the 
general commerce of the country. 
Mr. Bishop, of Michigan, denied that 
the committee had shown favoritism to 
particular localities, and defied Mr. Cor- 
liss to particularize. It was only natural 
he said, that the states represented by 
the members of the committee had re- 
ceived the great bulk of the appropria- 
tions in the bill. 

At 5:05 p. m. the house adjourned.

1S HARRISON TRYING TO: 


DELAY THE ARMY BILL? 


By JOS: OHL. ‘ 


W ASHINGTON, January 9.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—-The story sent out from 
Washington that former Presi- 
dent Harrison is using his influence to de- 
lay or prevent the passage of the army 
reorganization bill is denied very point- 
edly by those in a position to know; but 
these denials only serve to confirm other 
reports indicating that the former presi- 
dent has anything but friendly 
thoughts toward the present occupant of 
the white house. 

There is no question that General Har- 
rison has @ good deal of feeling about 
Major Russell Harrison's discharge from 
the army. There jis also some feeling in 
the former president’s heart because of 
the rather summary way in which his old 
private secretary, Major Halford, was 
bustied off to the Philippines for duty 
there when it was well known that Major 


| Halford would. very much have pre- 


ferred to remain at Atlanta or, at least, 
in this country. 

Major Russell Harrison is doing no talk- 
ing for publication, but. he is ‘here in 
Washington and the friends who are close 
to him have nd hesitancy in charging un- 
friendly animus back of the war depart- 
ment edict that there was no longer need 
for the post in Porto Rico which he held. 
Harrison has a whole lot of friends here 
for he {fs one of the most popular sons 
of their fathers who have ever mingled in 
Washington life. As a rule, these sons 
are inclined to a much greater swelling 
of the head-than the fathers from whom 
they derive the right to any sort of dis- 
tinction, but Russell Harrison, during his 
residence here, was almost a& great an 
exception to this rule as is Captain Ben- 
son Foraker, the son of the Ohio senator, 
who is now the most popular young man 
about Washington. 


Harrison's friends, in their discussion 
of this thing, point out two or three 
things which they consider significant— 
and perhaps they are. One of these is 
that, coincident with the retirement of 
Major Harrison and in a sense result- 
ing from that retirement, the sons of two 


justices of the supreme court who are 
in the army, secured advancement. In 
referting to this phase of the matter, 
the talkers mention it as a conincidence 
that the supreme court now has under 
consideration the most momentous case 
in the history of this government—its de- 
cision upon which may, in a great meas- 
ure. affect the republican party and the 
interests which that party represents. 

By the same token ft is taken as a rath- 
er peculiar coincidence that the or- 
der relieving Major Harrison should have 
been issued not so very long after the 
former president had expressed views 
upon this great question of territorial 
expansion, which did not meet with ap- 
proval at the white house. 

When President Harrison was here 
some weeks ago, a great show of friend- 
liness between Mr. McKinley and him- 
self was made. But this was purely sur- 
face stuff ,and did not represent the real 
feelings of either man. General Har- 
rison bears in his heart a degree of ani- 
mosity which may have an important ef- 
fect upon the plans of President McKin- 
ley and his friends who expect to con- 
tinue to dominate the’ republican party 
and to shape its actions fn the future, 


Telegrams from Idaho announcing that 
former Senator Fred Dubois has received 
the fusion nomination and is, theréfore, 
sure of election to the place he once held 
in the senate, creates no surprise in 
Washington, but have been received by 
all sorts of evidences of gratification. 
The senate has never had a more popu- 
lar member than this young leader who 
came here as a republican, but who was 
one of the little band that left the St. 
Louis convention in 1896, when the repub- 
lican party threw off its bimetallism 
mask and took up the gold standard 
fight. Dubois 1s a man of wealth and at 
first decided he did not care to get back 
into politics, but the prospect of such 
sweet revenge was too much for him and 
so he comes back. 

The identity of the successor to Senator 
Pettigrew is revealed in the announce- 
ment that the republican caucus out in 
South Dakota has named Representative 
Gamble for the senate. Very little is 
known here about Gamble, although he 


‘served in the fifty-fourth congress and 


is a member of the present congress. He 
was not a candidate for re-election to the 
fifty-seventh congress, because he had his 
lines out for the senatorship, which he 
has successfully landed. Gamble is @ na- 
tive of New York, but lived in Wisconsin 


as a boy. He has been out in South Da- 
kota since 1875; is a lawyer by profession, 
was district attorney for the second ju- 
dicial district of the territory. in’ 1880, city 
attorney of Yankton for two years, state 
‘senator and then a member of congress. 
He is forty-nine years of age—will be fifty 
before he takes his seat, He has not fig- 
ured prominently in the house of repre- 
sentatives, his efforts being mainly in con- 
nection with matters of local igterest to 
the great west.

IN PHILADELPHIA 


Mass Mocting Presided Over by Bishop 
Potter. 


CRUSADE AGAINST VICE 


Bishop Spoke About the Movement 
in New York. 


PHILADELPHIA MUST 60 TO WORK 


The Two Cities Should Go Hand in 
Hand To Puppress Wickedness. 
Resolutions Adopted. 


Philadelphia, Pa., January 9.—A mass 
meeting of citzens, of which Bishop Hen- 
ry C. Potter, of New York, was the cen- 
tral figure, was held in the Academy of 
Music tonight for the purpose of taking 
preliminary steps in starting a general 
crusade against vice in this city. This 
big building was crowded, most of those 
present being women, Bishop Potter, 
when introduced,- was. enthusiastically 
welcomed. He refrained from saying 
much of the condition of vice as it pre- 
vails in this city, leaving that for local 
speakers to tell. He said there is in the 
poular mind a belief that judges on the 
bench, men in the legislative halls, and 
the smallest politicians, are purchasable. 
That such a condition could exist, he 
said, was a dishonor. 

Bishop Potter then spcke of the great 
movement for better government started 
in New York and said the conditions that 
exist In Philadelphia are not different 
from those prevailing elsewhere. Spoils- 
men and public cfficers who betray their 
trust should be given no peace. [If Phila- 
delphia would take up the work, :he said, 
the two cities could go forward hand in 
hand in the right direction. 

Rev. Dr. Whyland Hoyt, of this city, 
said there were in this city “over 700 
houses of women whose path led to 
death.”’ 

A resolution was adopted to the effect 
that the citizens of Philadelphia ‘‘recog- 
nize that our city has fallen under the 
sway of its worst element, organized into 
a pelitical machine, which, by its control 
of vast revenue; the spoils of office, un- 
warranted use of police power and other 
agencies, afflicts us with almost every 
form of nisgovernment.” 

The resolution also provides for the ap- 
pointment of a committee to “begin a

terious and seemingly inexplicable disap- 
pearance of the young student a crop of 
theories have come to the surface. Some 
profess a cynical disbelief in the idea 
that Frazer was kidnaped, while others 
show how easily the crime might have 
been committed. Many persons believe 
that Frazer is still in Atlanta and that 
the letter from Memphis was only a 
blind. 

They say the letter was merely a spec- 
tacular play to add to the mystery sur- 
rounding young Frazer’s disappearance. 

Captain Lyman Hall, president of the 
Technological school, is one of those who 
finds the kidnaping theory hard to be- 
lieve. He offers no satisfactory substi- 
tute and admits that he has no positive 
basis for his disinclination to believe that 
young Frazer was forcibly abducted. 
He said yesterday: 

“T find it extremely hard to believe that 
Bass Frazer was kidnaped. It seems in- 
conceivable to me-that a muscular, well- 
grown young man such as he was could 
have been drugged and taken away from 
Atlanta on a train without creating 
enough attention to discover the plans 
of his abductors. 

“Again, a reasonable motive for the 
crime seems lacking. To compensate 
themselves for the heavy risk they run 
in committing the crime, kidnapers have 
always been careful to select the chil- 
dren of wealthy parents, in the hopes of 
securing a large sum as ransom. Except 
in a few extraordinary instances the 
hope of securing money fof the safe re- 
turn of the stolen person has been the 
sole object of the abduction. 

“It seems to me that only a very 
stupid man would assume the dangerous 
risks of kidnaping a nineteen-year-old 
youth without ascertaining whether his 
parents were able to pay a large sum 
for his return. 

“That the kidnapers of Bass Frazer,

“Though I do not make the statement, 
the most plausible theory to me seems 
the one that accounts for Frazer’s dis- 
appearance on the ground that he was 
tired of his work at the school here and 
ran away. And that after leaving, to 
divert suspicion, he caused to be sent 
the letter his father received from Mem- 
phis. This seems to me the most plausi- 
ble theory that has been advanced, 
theugh I have no actual] reason for be- 
lieving it to be true. 

“From his instructors and from the 
men with whom he associated in school 
I have received only the highest testi- 
monials as to his character and habits. 
I cannot imagine where or why or how 
he disappeared, and can only hope that 
his whereabouts will be soornM@iscoy- 
ered.’’ | 

Believe He Was Kidnaped. 

The family of Bass Frazer are firmly 
convinced that he has been kidnaped. The 
only reason they can ascribe for the crime 
lies in their belief that a mistake has 
been made in Bass’s identity, and that 
the men who spirited him away believed 
him to be the son of Sidney Frazer, of 
Union Springs. Sidney Frazer 1s a wealthy 
man. He is the brother of Captain N. 
H. Frazer, the father of the missing 
youth, and has a son only a few years 
Older than Bass Frazer. 

The men who are believed to have ab- 
ducted Bass Frazer are thought to have 


believed they had taken Sidney Frager’s 
son, and when they learned their mistake 
to have made up their minds to play the 
thing out to a finish and see if money 
could be extorted from the father of 
the boy they had stolen. 

That a person could be kidnaped in 
broad daylight without employing force 
has been effectually proved tn the recent 
Cudahy case at Omaha.- It has been 
known. in police ‘circles in Atlanta for 
some time that there were in Atlanta 
characters daring and desperate enough 
to attempt any scheme. Precisely where 
and in what manner the abduction was 
accomplished is the weak spot in the kid- 
naping belief, but the success with which 
young Frazer's trail has been covered 
gives strength to the belief that those 
who planned the job’ did their work 
thoroughly and carefully, 

Polite Asked To Find Him. 

The police were requested last night to 
look out for Bass Frazer. 

His picture, taken from The Constitu- 
tion, was placed on the polite books an4 
the following description was furnished: 

‘Fie is nineteen years ’old, five feet 
éleven and one-half inches high, weighs 
145 pounds, has very dark hair and dark 
gray eyes; dark complexion; prominent 
chin; grows heavy beard for one of his 
age, but goes clean shaved; wears No. 7 
shoe and No. 7 hat; dresses well, wearing 
clothes of the latest approved style, and 
always presents a nice appearance.”’ 

The picture and description were placed 
before every member of the police force 
with a view of finding the lost young man 
if he should chance to be in or near At- 
lanta. 


It Interests the City Detectives. 

The story of the strange disappearance 
of the young student created intense in- 
terest among the police and city detec- 
tives. 

The story published In yesterday's 
Constitution was eagerly read and many 
theories have been advanced about the 
remarkable affair. 

Some of the detectives belleve Frazer 
has been spirited away by the very men 
who kidnaped young Cudahy, and that 
they purposely changed their base of ac- 
tion so as to throw the detectives in the 
west off the track. 

A city detective who has worked much 
on mysterious disappearances, said to a 
representative of The Constitution last 
night: 

“T have read with much interest the 
story of Frazer’s disappearance in The 
Constitution. It is a wonderful affair 
any way you may look atit. I have been 
detailed q number of times to work on 
cases of a similar nature and I belleve 
the young man was kidnaped. There 
seems to be no reason why he should 
have fun away, and there are many rea- 
sons to suppose that he was carried 
away just as the letter to his father 
Men do not voluntarily run away 
great provocation. I al- 


and where there is a motive lacking you 
may nearly always rest sure that there 
has been foul play of some kind. I also 
believe that there is a band of kidnapers 
in this country who intend to carry on 
their nefarious game so long as they can 
rake in the money and avoid detection. 
The government—and by that I mean the 
national government—must take the mat- 
ter in hand and fight the gang, just as 
our forefathers had to fight the notori- 
ous Murray gang, the Copeland gang 
and the James brothers. I think that 
Frazer was carried off just as the facts 
now indicate, and those at work on the 
case should go on this theory.”

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SHOULD NOT BELIEVE THEM. 


Montague White on Reports of 
Boers’ Submission. 

New York, January 9—Montague White, 
the representative of the South African 
republic, said téday that he thought no 
importance should be attached to the re- 
ports and proceedings of so-called Boer 
peace committees at Kronstadt and Lord 
Kitchener's recent speech at the burghers 
meeting near Pretoria. 

“It is perfectly natural,” said Mr. 
White, “that those Boers who have sur- 
rendered voluntarily to the British, and 
who have taken the oath of_ neutrality, 
should be most anxious to return to their 
farms, but they huve less influence with 
the fighting Burghers than the British 
soldiers who are opposing them, Their 
intervention, therefore, would be less 
acceptable than say that of copperheads 
during the American civil war, or the 
loyalists during the war of independ- 
ence.”’

Raleigh, N. C., January 9.—(Special.)—

the legislature began, Charles A, Rey- 
nolds calling the senate together as its 
president and Chief Clerk Brevard Nixon 
performing that duty for the house. The 
house elected Walter E. Moore speaker. 


pro tem. 

For the first time in many years there 
is not a negro member of the legislature, 
nor is there a republican member from 
an eastern county or one in the middle 
section. she entire republican strength, 
twenty-five, comes from counties in the 
eighth and ninth districts, which are the 
ones furthest west and which last year 
elected republican congressmen. The sev- 
enteen republicans in the house are from 
the counties of Alexander, Ashe, Cald- 
well, Cherokee, Clay, Daire, Henderson, 
Madison, Mitchell, Polk, Stokes, Surry, 
Swain, Watauga, Wilkes, Yadkin and 
Yancy. There are only five populists. 
Two of these are from Senator Marion 
Butler’s home county, Sampson, which is 
the stronghold of populism in North Car- 
Oling. From the eastern and southern, or 
cotton growing counties, there is a solid 
democratic representation, excepting two 
populists from Sampson and one from 
Bladen. All the republicans are from 
the tier of counties which produce grain, 
grass and fruit. 

In the senate there are forty democrats, 
seven republicans and three populists; in 
the house 101 democrats, seventeen re- 
publicans, two populists. Of the fifty 
senators, fourteen are lawyers. In the 
house there are thirty-two lawyers, ex- 
actly the number there were two years 
ago. There is a much larger proportion 
of prominent men in the house than in 
the senate, but both bodies are above the 
average.

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Governor Stone’s Advice. 

The usual banquet speech is full of 
advice intended for the good fellow- 
ship of the occasion, giving but little 
occasion for remembrance. An-excep- 
tion to this style of speech was that 
delivered in Kansas City by former 
Governor Stone. 

The speaker advised the leaders of 
the democracy to take up “live ques- 
tions.” What he had to say in elucidat- 
ing this point will well bear study: 

While keeping steadily in view the 
basic principles of our government, the 
preservation of which is of the first im- 
portance, I would urge upon the demo- 
cratic party to be more affirmative and 
aggressive in matters of public policy. 
My criticism of our party leadership is 
that it has been too negative, too conser- 
vative, and not sufficiently assertive or 
progressive. We have become too much 
a negative, and too little « positive, force 
in public affairs. Undoubtedly the money 
question, the trust question and the tariff 
question are all questions of prime im- 
portance, but there are uther questions 
also of great public moment upon which 
the party should take not only a positive 
but a- suggestive position. For instance, 
with a view to promoting our commercial] 
interests, at home and abroad. We ought 
to make the rehabilitation of our mer- 
chant marine the construcyon of an isth- 
mian canal, and the construction of a 
shipway from the gulf to the lakes, and 
Maybe to the Atlantic a leading feature 
of our plan of the national development. 
It is well enough to oppose the so-called 
Hanna subsidy, but nevertheless the fact 
remains that our § merchant vessels, 
which, under the gld democratic regime, 
Swarmed in every sea, have now almost 
entirely disappeared. We should go forth 
and acquire dominion of the seas again. 
it will not do to merely Oppose a particu- 
lar policy you may consider bad, but you 
must propose and urge a better policy of 
your own. 

The Constitution has already empha- 
Sized just such a policy, one dealing 
with the present, respectful of the past, 
and leaving the future to profit by the 
energetic work of today. In times 
past the democratic party has been the 
agent of emergency as well as of con- 
servatism. No convention is ever called 
upon to repeat the declaration of any 
One preceding it, unless emergency 
makes the declaration a present neces- 
* sity. All conventions address them- 
Selves to the questions of the day, in 
‘the light of democratic tradition. Deep- 
er than this proposition is another. 
Even conventions do not formulate the 
claims of the democratic party to con- 
Sideration. The record of the party is 
made up by the daily record of such of 
its membership as is actually entrust- 
ed with public office. Have the demo- 
cratic members of the house advanced 
measures which should have been 
adopted? Have they contributed ma- 
terially in common sense amendment 
tp work proposed? Have the democratic 
. Senators made plain a better grasp of 
Statesmanship than those on the repub- 
lican side? The whole proceeding is in- 
public, and the people are in process of 
forming judgment. Upon the record 
made the next democratic national con- 
vention will be governed, and the peo- 
ple at the polls will divide. 

There are many questions before the 
public demanding attention. There are 
those of simple political theory, which 
are but evolutions of the basic princi- 
ples upon which parties divide, and 
which remain the same in essence; 
there are those, no less important, re- 
lating to the business development 
of the country. While the party 
in power has the advantage of in- 
troducing measures of the 
and of 
them when passed, it is none the 
tess the duty of the minority party 


to show to the country that it is equal- | 


ly interested in every measure having 
advancement as its aim. The increase 
of our shipping, the development of en- 
terprise, the encouragement of manv- 
factures, every interest from which the 
American citizen hopes to earn a dol- 
lar—all these are matters of business, 
upon which the democracy js entitled 
to an aggressive, living voice as wel) 
as the republicans. It is, therefore, 
the duty of our democratic congress- 
men to get together upon some posi- 
tive policies, and to show the country 
that they have ideas worthy of consid- 
eration.

WHO DIED IN ENGLAND THE OTHER DAY

“Did I ever tell you that I met him in 
Liverpool, some years ago?” sald Mr. 
Brown. 

“In 1891 J went to Europe to join my 
wife, daughter and sister, and one day. 
while at the Hague. I dined at the Vieux 
Dolan, one of the oldest and most famous 
hotels in Holland. 

“Ags was the custom there I went into 
the beautiful garden back of the hotel, 
and sat down at a little table to take my 
after dinner coffee. A fine-looking old 
gentleman had preceded me at the table, 
and we soon drifted into a conversation. 


“Finding that I was an American, and 
from Georgia, he became very cordial. In 
the course of his talk he said that he was 
well acquainted witn the lady who had 
married Howell Glenn, of Atlanta. Then 
he went on to say that when a yvuth of 
nineteen he had been sent to New Orleans 


as a cotton buyer for an English firm. On | 


one oceasion while residing there he was 
in a restaurant, and rad a pleasant chat 
with a stranger, whose distinguished ap- 
pearance and soldierly bearing greatly 
impressed him. 

“He did not learn his name until after 


he bad left, when one of the guests in- | 


formed him that he had been talking with 
General Zachary Taylor, the hero of the 
Mexican war which had ended 
short time before. 

“The old gentleman said that he was 4 
confederate sympathizer. He had lost 
$300.000 in confederate bonds, though his 
friend and neighbor, Admiral Bulloch, 
might have ;revented it. Bulloch, how- 
ever, was equally careless about his own 
interests, and lost heavily by the collapse 
of the confederacy. 

“T expressed my desire to meet Bulioch, 
admired him very much, 


saying that I 
one of the ablest 


ard regarded him 
men in the confederate service. i had 
heard a great deal about the skill with 
which he had managed our naval inter- 
ests in Europe during the war, and I felt 
proud of him as a fellow Georgian. 

‘“‘My new friend said that he lived near 
Bulloch, about forty miles from Liver- 
pool, and giving me his address promised 
to arrange a meeting if 1 would wire him 
when I reached that city. 

“Some time afterwards I was in Liver- 
pool, and sent the message. The next 
morning the old gentleman was at the 
hotel with the admiral, and sent up nis 
card. After introducing us, he begged to 
be excused, saying that his daughter had

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died the night before, and was to be 
buried that afternoon. 

“This was quite a shock to me, and I 
intimated that, under the circumstances, 
it would have been natural for him to 
postpone the trip to Liverpool.

‘After his. qeparture I spent the entire 
dav with Admiral Bulloch. The famous 
naval agent of the confederaecy—the man 
who contracted for the construction of 
our war vessels, and succeeded in getting 
them on the high seas, despite the vigil- 
ance of English officials and federal con- 
suls—was a man of medium height, with 
clear-@ut, resolute features. He looked 
enough like General Joseph E. Johnston 
to be:taken for his twin brother.

New York. Happily, the Alabama did not 
make the hazardous attempt. 

‘During our series of talks, that memor- 
able day, as we rambled over Liverpool, 
we spoke of many prominent Georgians. 
Commodore Tatnall’s name came up, and 
Bulloch said of him just what he salg in 
his work on the secret history of the con- 
federate navy—I forget the exact title, In 
that book he said of Tatnall: ‘Exactly 
what this man’s capacity was will never 
be known. He always displayed more 
ability than was necessary for the posi- 
tion-he held.’ There's a whole volume in 
that. 

“Bulloch was a member of the fine 014 
Savannah family of that name He was 
a descendant of Governor Archibald Bul- 
loch, the maternal ancestor of Theodore 
Roosevelt, and the admiral was, there- 
fore, a kinsman of the rough rider, 

“He showed a deep interest in Georgia 
and her people, and. his graceful atten- 
tions to my family while in a strange land 
will never be forgotten. I never met a 
knightlier gentleman, and his death {is 
quite a shock to me. 

‘After I returned home we kept up a 
correspondence for years. The portrait 
vou have does rot do him justice. When 
I saw him he was the very image of Gen- 
eral Joe Johnston.

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LI HUNG CHANG PROVES HARD PROBLEM 
WHEN APPROACHED FOR AN INTERVIEW 


EKIN, China, November 21.—(Staff 
P correspondence.) Hung Chang 

has been interviewed to death on 
the political situation. He almost said 
as much the other day, when your cor- 
respondent an altogether too brief 
chat with him. I did not start out with 
the idea of obtaining from the wily old 
man any statement of national or inter- 
national import, but rather to remind him 
that once before in life I had met and 
talked with him; to see how this greatest 
of Chinese statesmen was carrying his 
years, and, incidentally, to ask him what 
he thought of the American occupation 
of China. 

In these troublous times the old man 
is a difficult problem to the interviewer. 
Politically he has between many 
devils and many deep seas since the fa- 
natical boxers set the ball a rolling in 
He has never known just exact- 
ly where he stood. All the ground about 
him was of dangerous and uncertain for-

mation, and the famous viceroy of Pechill 
had good cause to believe that if he 
“opened his mouth he would put his foot 
in it.’"’ That Lord Li knew a movement 
against foreigners was impending, and 
that he could have greatly influenced the 
leaders of that movement so as to have 
prevented an outbreak, is the belief of 
the well posted diplomats here. That he 
is also the firm friend of Russia is be- 
lieved in most quarters, and virtually 
acknowledged by himself. These are the 
only two important things that the po- 
litically wise claim to know about Li 
Hung Chang. He declares, in fact de- 
clared to me over and over the other day, 
that all the interviews in which he was 
credited with giving vent to his political 
views were spurious and without a base. 
At the very outset I told Li that I was 
not seeking an expression of opinion on 
Chinese affairs, and it seemed to please 
him very much. He acknowledged my 
two messages to him at Tien Tsin, upon 
the occasion of General Chaffee’s jour- 
ney to meet him, but he said he had not 
had opportunity to reply to my notes. 
Receiving no answer to my messages, I 
want to Tien Tsin, but the yiceroy was 
too busy with people who had “pressing

business” with him and was not to be 
seen by very ordinary mortals. 

When I saw Li he was awaiting at the 
Russian embas:sy the arrival of the czar’s 
special military representative, General 
Mononeff. Only a few persons were 
around the embassy, for it wag not 
known that the viceroy was in the city, 
and the day was the coldest, with the 
most bitter wind, of the season. He came 
in. a carriage alone, and was attended 
only by two of his Shanghai official 
household, one of whom, Li Po Lan, I 
had met before. Lan acted as inter- 
preter. 

Of course I remember Philadelphia,” 
he said, in answer to my question, “but 
I must say that I cannot recall you.” 
This was more frankness than I had 
expected to find, and I could only hope 
that he would display equal candor when 
he replied to some of the questions I had 
‘up my sleeve” for him. 

“Yes,” he went on, “I greatly enjoyed 
my visit to Philadelphia, and I cannot 
soon forget the many kindnesses that 
were shown me. I recall above all things 
the old bell, and I remember quite a good 
deal of the history attached to its preser- 
vation. I was surprised that you Amer- 
icans should consider it an ancient relic, 
but then I can scarcely become accus- 
tomed to the fact that your great coun- 
try has known but a little over a century 
of political life. I really cannot cease 
wondering at this marvel of all nations. 
Just to think that America stands fore- 
most among all countries, and yet the 
old bell in Philadelphia rang out the in- 
dependence of the people but a hundred 
years or so ago. My visit to the United 
States was among the most pleasing 
events of my life. When I left for Eng- 
land I promised to return again, and 
really it was my desire to do so. 3ut 
times have changed somewhat, and addl- 
tional years have made it impossible to 
ever again take a long journey, at least 
without my own country.” 

There was something pathetic in the 
last words spoken by the great viceroy. 
His face changed somewhat and his deep, 
hazel eves were turned away for the mo- 
ment. He referred to China as his ‘“‘own 
country” with a curious hesitation that 
seemed unbecoming to the most powerful 
It was plain that 


the old man felt keenly the fact that 


China was in full possession of the hated 
foreigner, and that the great emplre 
which knew glory long thousands of 
years before Christianity beamed 6n the 
earth was now prostrate—the toy of 
strong hands. 

“What are my present plans? I am as 
yet unable to say what duties I may be 
called upon to perform. Of course I will 
use my best endeavors to restore peace 
in my country, but this is bordering on 
politics, and I must ask you to excuse 
me in that direction.” 

“There is but on@® more question I 
would like to ask your excellency,” I 
said, and then, without waiting for his 
assent, I asked: *“‘What do you think of 
the future of the United States tn the far 
east, without including politics in the 
consideration?’ 

‘That question,” he answered quickly, 
‘also borders on political effairs. But § 
presume your country will retain posseé- 
sion of the Philippine archipelago. As to 
trade, it requires no extraordinary wis- 
dom to foresee the future of the United 
States, not alone in Asia, but in other 
quarters of the globe. My own country, 
after the arrangement of the present 
troubles, will present a good market, of 
the reciprocal kind, for Americans, This 
is all I care to say.”’ 

As the viceroy arose and was about to 
leave the room I ventured one more quese- - 
tion: 

“Your excellency does not think the 
United States has territorial aggrandize- 
ment in view in China?” 

“No!” His answer was firm and there 
could be no doubt but that the one word 
expressed his honest belief. At least it 
sounded that way. 

Correspondents here who had not the 
opportunity of seeing Lord Li when he 
visited the United States five years ago 
have cabled and written how vigorous 
the old man was, but they could not 
judge by comparison. I had the pleasure 
of accompanying him on his train in the 
United States for nearly a hundred miles 
and had pretty fair chance to study him, 
In the five years intervening he has 
changed greatly. His form is of the same 
stalwart build, of course, but he walks 
lame, his voice is weak and there is a 
peculiar sadness about hig face. No 
doubt the troubles of his country are 
gnawing at tne old man’s heart,

Northern Capitalists To Go Into 
Business on Large Scale. 
Charleston, S. C., January 9.—The un- 
successful experiments of United States

NEW EQUIPMENT 


Public Works Department Prop- 
erly Badly Run Down, 


WAS EXAMINED BY EXPERTS 


Commissioner of Public Works Says 
Mules, Wagons and Harness 
Are Worn Out—Streat Com- 
mittee Will Investigate 
Their Conditicn.

The street committee has before it an 
important matter to investigate—the re- 
ported depletion and worn out condition 
of the property of the department of pub- 
lic works. 

‘It seems to Me it would have ‘been 
impossible to find a more completeiy run 
down department,” is the way in which 
Commissioner of Public Works H. lL. 
Collier concludes a letter to the council, 
which was read yesterday afternoon and 
referred to the committee on streets. 

The foregoing statement is the result 
of the reports made by two experts, 
Messrs. Oscar Ray and John M. Smith, 
whom Mr. Collier employed to make an 
investigation. The investigation of these 
experts, Mr. Collier asserts, shows that 
an auction is much needed. 

Mr. Ray reported that there were not 
over twenty mules in the department of 
public works that were fit for service, 
and the expense of feeding the worthless 
stock on hand is enormous. Mr. Coliier 
the department needs fifty 
mules: that he had rather undertaKe the 
work of the department with ten good 
teams than with the sixty-two mules 
which he received from his predecessor. 

New Supplies Are Needed. 

Taking up the other property, he says 
seventeen out of the twenty-five wagons 
on hand are serviceable. From twenty- 
three sets of harness he states he has 
succeeded in plecing out seven good sets 
in which hardly two pieces match. The 
worn-out condition of the harness has 
caused the skin and flesh of the animals 
to be badly rubbed, scratched and in some 
cases torn, 

To moderately equip the department, 
Commissioner Collier says he will need 
thirty new mules, eighteen sets of doubie 
harness and ten new wagons, The condiw~ 
tion of the tools, he asserts, Is just about 
as bad as that of the other property. 

According to the schedule of the prop- 
erty on hand submitted by the experts, 
the department's -mules are valued at 
about $2,000. 

The street committee will doubtiess 
give the matter a thorough investigation 
and report to the next meeting of the 
council,

PETITIONS FOR FRANCHISE ARE 
NOW BEFORE NEW CITY COUNCIL 


Railway and Power Company Asks For <Elecitic Lighting 
brant 


REFERRED TO COMMITTEE 


Rapid fransit Company Also Wants 
Street Railway Franchises, 


EFFORTS FOR IMMEDIATE ACTION 


Failure To Get Rapid Action and 
Petitions Follow Same Course 
as Lighting Petition, How- 
ever—Schools Get an 
Appropriation. 


The city council of 1991 yesterday af- 
ternoon took the initial step, involving 
it in the muddled franchise fight. Six 
franchise petitions were presented for the 
consideration of council, one by the At- 
lanta Railway and Power Company and 
five by the Atlanta Rapid Transit Com- 
pany. The meeting vesterday:was an ad- 
journed session of the Monday night 
meeting. 

The petition of the Railway and Power 
company was for an electric lighting fran- 
chise, asking for the priviledge to lay 
conduits and to electrically equip a light- 
ing system in the city. 

The petitions of the Rapid Transit com- 
pany are for street railway franchises as 
follows: On Forrest avenue, on Mangum 
street, on State and other streets, on 
Cain and other streets, and on Windsor 
and other streets, These same petitions 
were before the council of 1900, but were 
referred to the new council for action. 
They were introduced as new matter, 
however, as all business considered by 
the new council must be presented as new 
business. 

The petition for an electric lighting 
franchise provoked no discussion, and on 
motion of Alderman Welch was referred 
to the committee on electric lights, How- 
ever, when the Rapid Transit petitions 
were introduced an effort was made to 
secure action on them at once, but this 
move was thwarted. A large delegation 
of Forrest avenue citizens and represen- 
tatives of the Rapid Transit company 
were present, and it is stated that they 
confidently expected the petitions to be 
given attention Mesterday afternoon. It 
is said it was thought that action would 
at least be taken on the Forrest avenue 
petition. 

A Motion To Refer. 

When Clerk Campbell finished reading 
the captions of the petitions, Councilman 
trady moved that they be referred to the 
committee on electric railways. 

‘‘T move as a substitute to that motion,” 
said Councilman Longino, ‘“‘that they be 
acted upon this afternoon.”’ 

Councilman Grady secured the floor and 
spoke against the substitute. ‘I think it 
is nothing but proper and right that thesa 
petitions should be referred,’’ said he. 
“There are a number of new councilmen 
here today who were not in the last coun- 
cil, and they have not heard the different 
features of the petitions discussed. It 
is on their behalf that I ask the petitions 
be referred to a committee, so they will 
be given an opportunity to thoroughly 
acquaint themselves with the subject 
matter.’’ 

Councilmen Lewis, Fincher and Reed, 
as new members, also favored Council- 
man Grady’s motion, and finally Council- 
man Longino withdrew his” substitute. 
The vote was then taken on Councilman 
Grady’s motion and the petitions went io 
the committee. 

Money for Sanitation. 

Another important matter transacted 
was the appropriation of $1,695 for the 
remedving of the defective school sanita- 
tion. The matter was presented in the 
nature of a resolution, introduced by 
Councilman Reed. He stated that he did 
not know just what kind of a motion to 
make to secure action on the resolution 
at once, as new matter was generally re- 
ferred. Mayor Pro Tem. Johnson inform- 
ed him that he could make a motion to 
take action at once, and this he did. 

Councilman Barrett moved as a substi- 
tute that the resolution be referred to 
the finance committee, and this provoked 
a discussion. Councilman Grady favor- 
ed immediate action. 

“These schools are badly in need of 
immediate attention,’ said he, “and 
council should afford the remedy at once.

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sponsibility is on our shoulders. I want 
to see this resolution passed.”

BE CONSTRUCTED 


Stone and Stee! Work Has 
' Been Contracted For 


WORK BEGINS BY APRIL 


Contractor Grant Wilkins States 
That When Construction Is 
Commenced It Will Be 
Pushed Forward Rapidly 
to Completion. 


The Whitehall street viaduct will be 
built. Reports to the contrary notwith- 
standing, work on the big structure will 
begin as soon as possible. 

Grant Wilkins, whose proposal to build 
the viaduct for $54,800 was accepted by the 
city, reports that he has already placed 
orders for the stone work, which is now 
being quarried at Lithonia, Ga. 

He has also placed the order for the 
steel work at the Post & McCord shops 
at Brooklyn, N. Y., which is a branch of 
the American Bridge Company. This 
steel work is to be delivered in its entire- 
ty on cars in Atlanta on or before the 
middle of April. 

Mr. Wilkins states that active opera- 
tions in the streets will not be commenced 
until the last of March or the first of 
April, and when this work is begun it 
will be vigorously prosecuted to its com- 
pletion. 

Mr. Wilkins stated yesterday that if 
there had been any steps taken toward 
the stoppage of the construction of the 
Whitehall street viaduct, he did not know 
it. He said further that he will comply 
with his contract in all of its details and 
will require the city to carry out its 
agreement. 

Contract Signed December 6th. 

On November 26th, of last year, Grant 
Wilkins submitted to the city of Atlanta 
a proposal to build the Whitehall street 
viaduct complete for the sum of $54,800. 

This. proposal was opened on the same 
day by the general council in open meet- 
ing, and after being read, was with other 
proposals submitted, referred to a joint 
committee composed of the bridge com- 
mittee and the finance committee, witR 
instructions to consider all and make a 
report, with recommendations, back to 
the general council at a subsequent meet- 
ing. 

The joint committee, after considering 
the propositions submitted, recqagimmended 
the acceptance of the bid madg by Grant 
Wilkins for the sum of $54,800. 

The report of the committee was favor- 
ably considered by the general council, 
was also passed upon by the board of 
aldermen, and subsequently apnroved by 
the mayor on December 4th. Two davs 
later the contract for this work was 
drawn by the city attorney after consul- 
tation with the city engineer, and the 
agreement was executed by the city of 
Atlanta through the mayor and Grant 
Wilkins, the contractor. 

Before the signing of the ¢ontract, the 
required bond specified by a resolution of 
council, was presented to the mavor, who 
accepted it, the bdnd being for the sum 
of $12,000, and executed by the Fidelity 
and Deposit Company, of Baltimore, 
which was a guarantee for the faithful 
compliance with the terms of the contract 
by the contractor, and to secure the city 
the sum of $100 ~er day for each day after 
the first of -.ugust that the bridge should 
remain unftnished.

London Telegraph: A few days ago, 
writes our Vienna correspondent, an old 
beggar woman, well Known to the police 
for her drunkenness, was buried by the 
parish in the suburbs ef Budapest, As 
she had lived for the last ten years en- 
tirely upon charity there were few benev- 
olent persons in that city to whom she 
was unknown. Clothed in rags as she 
was, and always cowering at the corner 
of some street, she still retained traces 
of her former remarkable beauty. Her 
story, known to some few persons at 
Pesth, was a lamentable one. Born as a 
princess of a well Known Russian house, 
she began life surrounded by every lux- 
ury. She was, however, a true daughter 
of the south Russia steppes, wild and un- 
tamable. Her father, the Prince Feodor 
yoresesbow, served colonel at the 
siege of Sebastopol, and retired from the 
army after the Crimean war. He be- 
stowed every care upon the education of 
his motherless daughter, the Princess 
Ludmilla, who was introduced into St. 
Petersburg soctety fn 1878. 

The same winter at a court ball, the 
young princess unfortunately made the 
acquaintance of an attache of the Aus- 
tmo-Hungarian embassy, with whom she 
fell violeftly in love. To the horror and 
indignation of her father and her other 
relations, who, then as now, fill promi- 
nent positions in Russia, she eloped with 
the young man, and though every search 
was made for her by her friends she re- 
mained undiscovered, Her father, a man 
of great wealth, died literally of a broken 
heart through the misconduct of his 
daughter. 

Three years later the pair of lovers ar- 
rived at Budapest, and as long as their 


as 


funds held out were seen at the theaters, 
restaurants and every other place of pub- 
lic resort. When the money which Lud- 
milla had stolen from her father waa 
exhausted they again disappeared. Driven 
to the verge of extremities the voung 
man forged several bills, and, upon ob- 
taining the money, fled the country. The 
princess, deserted and alone, shamed her 
parentage by joining the legion of ad- 
venturess at Budapest, and fell lower 
and lower as her beauty gradually faded. 
After being discharged from a hospital as 
cured after a long and dangerous illness, 
she found herself entirely without re- 
sources, and took to begging for liveli- 
hood. Until her death she depended 
solely upon the charity of the benevolent. 
Ixposure and want shortened her days, 
and she was buried last week, in a com- 
mon grave, without a single attendant 
mourner.

Among the cases disposed of during the 
day was that of Oscar Dewberry, a thir- 
teen-year-old negro boy, charged with as- 
sault with intent to murder. The prose- 
cutor was Dennis May. a small white boy 
of the same age as his assailant. May 
said the negro had assaulted him with a 
knife, cutting him so severely that he 
Was confined to the hosp.tal for several 
days.

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‘MOSQUITOES GBPREAD DISEASE. 
Satisfactory Results from Exper - 
ments of Doctors. 

_ Havana, January 9.—The American 
-cammission. under the superintendence 
‘of Dr. Reed, which has been making ex- 
aminations at Quemadoes @s to the prono- 
gation of the vellow fever germs by the 
mosqr@to has obtained extremely satis- 
ifactory results. ‘ ‘ 

Dr. Reed says the experiments show, 
beyond a doubt, that there {s no con- 
tagion from an ihfected person or from 
infected cfothing, but that the mos- 
quitoes alone are responsible for the 
Spread of the disease. In the course of 
the commission’s investigations six non- 
| immune persons were infected direct by 
‘the bite of mosquitoes which had pre- 
viously, bitten yellow fever patients, and 
five of these developed yellow fever. 

The last experiment proved conclusive- 
ly, Dr. Reed contends, the theory of pro- 
'pagation by mosquitoes. A special buif@-* 
ing was constructed of disinfected mate- 
rial, and one of the rooms divided into 
two sections byw a wire mosquito screen. 
,In one section was placed disinfected bed- 
ding and clothing and in the other bed- 
ding and clothing from the yellow fever 
hospital which had not been disinfected. 
Two non-immunes occupied the two sec- 
tions. In the former were put several in- 
fected mosquitoes. The patient remained 
in the room long enough to be bitten and 
in, four days a pronounced case of yellow 
fever developed. The patient is now con- 
valescent. The other subject slept in 
the infected bedding for many nights and 
has not contractd the fever.

sents Striking Difference Be- 
tween First Week, 1884. 


The thermometer of the weather bureau 
furnishes evidence to the effect that At- 
lanta has had, during the ten days of 
January just past, the most delightful 
weather ever experienced during the first 
month of the year since the establishment 
of the bureau, 

Since January 1st the weather has been 
recorded at that degree between warmth 
and cold where the need for an overcoat 
has been a questionable one and where 
the temperature recalls the period of In- 
dian summer more than any other season 
of the year. On Jauuary Sth the ther- 
mometer came down to 32 degrees, the 
minimum temperature of the month, but 
again it went up almost immediately, 
leaving Atlanta with only a breath of 
co'd as a remembrance of winter. 

Director Marbury, of the weather bu- 
reau, considers the weather for the ten 
days of January as remarkable if not 
phenomenal. He acvwounts for it as a 
natural result of the high barometer 
which has remained almost continually 
along the south Atiantic coast since the 
first of the year. This high barometer 
has had the effect of equalizing the rush 
of cold air from the area of low prés- 
sure in the west, producing mild tempera- 
tures in the states along the south At- 
lantic coast. The area of low barometer 
has remained continually in position with 
reference to the high barometer, where 
extreme coid in north Georgia has been 
impossib.-, 

The director of the bureau leaned back 
in his chair and gazed out of his ten- 
story window at the gathering clouds in 
the west. “It is just as I thought,’ quoth 
hée. “The balmy weather is about over 
now and you can expect rain either to- 
night or tomorrow. The storm hanging 
over Texas just at present will give us 
rain certain, although the weather will 
probably continue mild after the wetting 
is over.”’ 

January Weather Figures. 

The following table, showing the mini- 
mum temperatures for the first nine days 
of January during 1880, 1883, 1884, 1887, 
1890 and 1901, indicates that while the tem- 
perature during 1884 was the most severe 
of all, that of 1901 has been the most de- 
lightfully pleasant:

PRIVATE NORRELL 
WRITES FROM MANILA 


Private Wesley C. Norrell, of company 
L, Twenty-ninth infantry, stationed at 
Romblon, Philippine Islands, writes un- 
der date of November 21, 1900, to a friend 
in Atlanta, some things about Aguinal- 
do’s stamping ground that will doubtless 
prove more amusing to readers of ‘The 
Constitution than they are to those who 
are experiencing them. From this let- 
ter, some extracts from which are given, 
it would appear that the American pri- 
vate has good reason to get homesick in 
the Philippines. The writer says: 

“We have been here in Romblon for six 
months. Everybody is well and getting 
along nicely. We have had no fighting 
to do since coming to this place (Rom- 
blon). All we do is to drill and do guard 
duty. In fact, we are having a picnic 
for. soldiers in the Philippines. But it is 
reported we are going to the island of 
Samar, where they say gugus (insurgents) 
are thicker than the traditional fiddles in 
Hades. | 

“The Philippines are a bunch of trou- 
ble gathered on the western horizon 
civilization. They are bounded on the 
west by hoodooism and smugglers; on the 


east by typhoons and monsoons; on the 
south by cannibals and earthquakes. The 
soil is very fertile, producing large crops 
of insurrection and treachery. The in- 
habitants are very industrious, their chief 
occupation being trench-digging and the 
making of bolos. Their houses are made 
principally of bamboo and _ landscape. 
Their principal amusements are cock- 
fighting and stealing. Their favorite diet 
is fried rice, boiled rice, stewer rice and 
rice, The beast of burden is the cari- 
bon, and should a hundred-mile journey 
be undertaken with one of them, the 
driver would die with old age before 
reaching the end of his destination. 

‘‘Malarial fever is so prevalent that on 
numerous occasions the islands have been 
shaken as if with a chill. The Philippines 
are a good present for a deadly enemy. 
The natives are friendly, at the point of 
a gun, while the climate is pleasant and 
salubrious for mosquitoes, ants, lizards, 
snakes, roaches, bats, tarantulers, scor- 
pions, centipedes and alligators. The soil 
is adapted to raising foul aromas and 
breeding disease, 

“T don't suppose you will think this is 
a very good account of our Oriental pos- 
sessions, but it is true, nevertheless. Such 
is the condition of this dirty place, where 
good and noble young Americans are dy- 
ing every day—for what? God only knows! 
Unless it is to fill the pockets of a few 
men who are already worth millions, and 
who don't care whose son, husband or 
sweetheart is killed or dies over here in 
this pest hole, so long as their gree@ is 
satisfied. 

“The Twenty-ninth is O. K., and recog- 
nized everywhere it goes as a crack regi- 
ment, and Georgia has no cause to feel 
ashamed of her sons in the Philippines. 
But we want to go back to the old red 
hills of Georgia, and to the most pros- 
perous and noblest city on the globe—At- 
lanta. God bless her and all of her noble 
sons and daughters! 

‘‘Maybe you have never heard that the 
poorest of the natives here eat grasshop- 
pers. They don’t have any trouble get- 
ting them, for they are as thick as cotton 
grows in Georgia. 

“Our chaplain says there will be a good 
history to write about Samar, where we 
are going; that we are going to have two 
months of the hardest campaign that 
there ever has been or will be. Then, 
those that are left of us, will go to Ma- 
nila, where we will stay until ve start 
for the States.”’

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STILL TIED UP 
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Twelve Men fave Been Out 
~ Since Tuesday Afternoon, 


MUST MAKE A VERDICT 


‘Court May Not Declare Mistria) 
’ in a Month if the Jury Cannot 
Come to Some Agree- 
ment Within That 
Time. 


It is now up to the jury in the James 
{.. Baker case to-either find the man 
Sane or insane. 

Judge Candler has issued orders that 
the jury be kept under lock and key until 
#ome sort of a verdict is rendered. A mis- 
trial, it is understood, will not be de- 
clared if the jury stays out a month. 

At 10 o'clock last night the jury had 
been out exactly thirty-two hours, At 
that time the jurors seemed as far away 
from a verdict as when they left the 
courtroom for the jury room last Tues- 
day afternoon at 2 o'clock. 


It is said that one member of the jury» 


is opposed to capital punishment and it 
is believed that he, at least, is holding 
out against the others. The jury knows 
that if its verdict declares Baker, the 
wif? murderer, sane, then he hangs on 
-the 18th of this month unlesg he is re- 
Epited while the case again goes to the 
Supreme court, 

Judge Candler, in his charge, explained 
fully to the jurors that they had noth- 
ing whatever to do with what the conse- 
quences of their finding might be, but 
that they should only consider whether or 
not Baker had become insane since his 
conviction on the charge of murder. 

Despite this explanation, the jury 
knows full well what a verdict for sanity 
will mean to Baker. If such a verdict is 
rendered, his attorneys, it is understood, 
will ‘immediately apply for a new trial 
on the same plea of insanity. It is rea- 
sonably certain that in such an event 
Judge Candler will. deny the man a new 
trial and the supreme court will then 
be called upon to say whether or not he 
is entitled to one. 

Judge Candler was taken ill yesterday 
and went to his home at Edgewood, ad- 
journing the criminal division of the Ful- 
ton superior court until next Monday 
morning. Unless the jury agrees upon 
some sort of verdict during the balance 
of the week the jurors. will be kept to- 
gether under lock and key until court 
again convenes. What action will be 
taken on Monday it is now impossible to 
say.

ta chamber of commerce, yesterday 

issued an interesting statement fore- 
casting, to a certain extent, the work of 
that body for the year, and at the same 
time calling upon all business men of the 
city to interest themselves in fhe organi- 
zation.

The chamber of commerce will take a very 
active part in the plans and work of the 
future, Happily, our two “business organiza- 
tions have joined forces, thus unifying all 
elements and creating one active and forceful 
association that shall carefally guard the com- 
mercial and industrial interests of our city, 
and stand ready at all times to enter vigor- 
Ously upon measures for public benefit. 

Under the plan of consolidation, the Bust- 
ness Men’s Teague has ceased to exist; its 
members become members of the chamber of 
commerce and its directors become directors 
jointly with the directors of the chamber cf 
commerce; thus the chamber of commerce has 
gained in counsel, as well as membership. 

The formalities of this consolidation were 
concluded some weeks ago. Since then the 
offices of the consolidated organization have 
been established in the chamber of com- 
merce building. The rooms have been hand- 
somely refitted, and we are ready for busi- 
ness. 

But we can accomplish nothing without the 
support of the people.

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POLITICAL POINT OF VIEW 
AT THE STATE CAPITAL 


At the coming meeting of the state 
board of entomology to be held in Macon 
about February ist an assistant to the 
state entomologist will be chosen. The 
meeting was to have been held this 
month, but the other members of the 
board await the‘return from New Jersey 
of Mr. P. J. Berckmans, president of the 
State Horticultural Society. 

The meeting was called for the purpose, 
as has been stated, of hearing from the 
fruit gfowers and truck men on the 
question of expending the $2,500 additional 
annual appropriation which the legisla- 
ture gave this department at its last 
session. The board has practically defi- 
nitely determined to use part of that 
appropriation to employ an assistant to 
the state entomologist, and some expéri- 
enced man will be selected when that 
meeting is held. It has mt yet been 
determined just who the new official will 
be, nor has the salary been fixed. With 
regard to the latter, however, it is safe 
to say it will be some part of $2,500. 


Governor Candler is looking for a trus- 
tee for the state sanitarium at Milledge- 
ville to fill the vacancy created by the 
death of Dr. William Duncan, of Savan- 
nah. Sevegal names have been suggested 
to the govérnor, among them that of Dr. 
A. B. Simmons, a well-known physician 
of Savannah. The governor says he is 
desirous of appointing a Savannah man, 
but has not had an opportunity yet of 
considering all the names that have been 
placed before him. The position, while 
of much importance, Is practically whol- 
ly an honorary one, paying only $150 a 
year and railroad fare. 


Comptroller General Wright reported to 
the governor yesterday that the bonds 
of the tax receivers of Camden, * Floyd 
and Pickens counties, and of the tax col- 
lectors of Appling, Camden, Floyd, Hall, 
Liberty and Pickens had not been re- 
céived, leaving it to the governor to take 
such action as he may see fit. The bond 
of the Pickens county tax colleetor was 
lost in the mails, and the time of the 
tax collector and receiver of Floyd county 
has been extended several days by the 
governor. In the other cases the governor 
can order the officials in question to show 
cause why they have not made the re- 
quired bonds, and in the event of their 
failure to make a satisfactory showing he 
may order new elections held. 


Colonel Henry Wooding, of Banks coun- 
ty, a well-known member of the gov- 
ernor’s staff and school commissioner of 
his county, was a prominent visitor 
around the offices at the capitol the 
other day. 


State School Commissioner Glenn went 
down to Albany Monday night, and vis- 
ited Baker county, where he went to 
look after some school matters, He re- 
turned last night. 

The monthly reports of tax collectors 
now being received by the comptroller 
general make generally good showings for 
most of the counties of the state. These 
reports cover the last month up to the 
first Monday in January. The report from 
Fulton county shows collections for the 
state of $179,169.88, Muscogee $48,513.93, Bibb 
$42,980, DeKalb $14,146, Gwinnett $15,080, 
Spalding $12,400, Glynn $12,377, and others 
in proportion. 


Mr. D. S. Newkirk, of Shellman, has 
been appointed recording clerk in the of- 
fice of the commissioner of agriculture 
and assumed his new duties yesterday. 


The Palatine Insurance Company, of 
London, was yesterday licensed to do 
business in Georgia by the comptroller 
general. This company made the usual 
deposit of $10,000 required of fire insurance 
companies.

BOARD TO ASK COUNCIL FOR $20,000 


Comnuissioners Desire To Do Much 
Work in Beautifying Parks 
and Streets. 


The reorganization of the board of park 
commissioners was effected yesterday af- 
ternoon. The feature of the meeting was 
the election of officers, which resulted as 
follows: 

President, Colonel W. T. Moyers; vice 
president, Henry W. Grady: secretary, 
Walter &. Ormond, Mr. Ormond is one 


of the new members of the board, end 
the conferring of this honor upon him is 
in the nature of a cOmpliment. He is a 
well-known voung attorney, and Is one of 
the youngest members of the board. 

Both Colonel Moyers and Councilman 
Grady were members of the old board, 
and their election to the office of presi- 
dent and vice president, respectively, is 
a recognition of their active and valuable 
services to the board in the past. Th? 
other new members of the board, Messrs. 
I. 8. Mitchell, Joel Hurt and Councilman 
John C. Reed, were present, and formally 
assumed their duties, 

The commissioners propose to accom- 
plish considertble work during the year 
in autifying the city. parks, and it is 
also their intention to devote a great deal 
of attention to the planting and cultiva- 
tion of shade trees on the streets. 

Mayor Mims was present, and he ad- 
vanced his well-known views regarding 
park improvements. The mayor is en- 
thusiastic on the subject <f beautifying 
the parks and the streets, and he will aid 
the board in every manner possible in 
making great strides in this direction 
during the year. 

While the improvement of Grant park 
was under discussion, Commissioner Huft 
called tre attention of the board to the 
cther parks, saying that they should not 
be neglected. He stated that more atten- 
tion should be given to the care of street 
trees, and he advocated a law to punish 
offenders who deface trees. 

Mayor Mims agreed with Commissioner 
Hurt that all of the parks should be given 
attention. He advocated the idea of the 
appointment of a citizens’ committee to 
care for the trees on the streets. He also 
suggested that a chert drive be construct- 
ed about Grant park. 

On motion of Councilman Grady, the 
first Friday in each month was named as 
the time for the regular meeting of the 
beard. 

The amount of momey necessary to con- 
duct the affairs of the board during the 
year was cunsideredy and, on motion of 
Commissioner Mitchell, it was decided to 
ask the finance committee for $20,000. 
While this matter was under discussion, 
Commissioner Hurt stated that he wanted 
to get the figures of the expenses of 
former boards, as they might furnish an 
estimate for the expenses of this year. At 
this juncture. President. Moyers made 
scme very caustic remarks concerning the 
board of 1899.

OPENED STOCYS LOWER 


Later Bull Leaders Found No 
_ Difficulty in Running Prices 
Up in Any Stock in 
Which They Bid for 
Shares. 


New York, January 9.—After a short pre- 
liminary contest today with the reactionary 
forces, the stock market resumed its recent 
bull characteristics. There was a prompt and 
striking response to any demonstration of 
strength, the bull leaders finding no difficulty 
in running prices up by rapid stages sevtral 
points in any stock in which they began bid- 
ding for shares. The influence of these easy 
advances exercised so strong a sustaining in- 
fluence on the rest of the market that the 
interests long of stock had no difficulty in, 
marketing enormous holdings without any 
very notable effect on prices. The bears, who 
sold the market yesterday in the conviction 
that the culmination of the rise had been 
reached and that the reported illness af the 
\president might prove the deciding factor in 
precipitating a reaction, were forced to cover 
in some disorder. The sustained strength in 
the market cannot be entirely accounted for 
without making due allowance for the per- 
sistence of a very large short interest at all 
the present stages of the rise. The borrowing 
demand for stcecks is proof of the existence of 
the-short interest. More or less difficulty is 
experienced in securing stocks for delivery on 
short accounts, and borrowers of seme sto-rks 
are obliged to forego interest on their money. 
Notwithstanding the repeated backsets of the 
bears, they were still active today. They ef- 
fected some declines at the opening, aided by 
the lower rarge of prices for Americans in 
Londcn and by the acute weakness of a few 
stocks, especially the National Tube stocks on 
the announced projects for the . building of 
great competing werks by the Carnegie inter- 
ests.

PROTECTION OF AGRICULTURE. 


Count Von Buelow’s Remarks in 


German Diet. 

Berlin, January 9.-The imperial chan- 
cellor, Count von Buelow, in the lower 
house of the diet, today strongly sup- 
ported the claims for the protection of 


agriculture, He said: 

‘Tt consider it the foremost duty of the 
government to effect a reconciliation in 
the existing economic difficulties and the 
adjustment of the varying interests sup- 
porting those who are unable to help 
themselves through their own strength. 
Il shall abide by the opinion that when 
one member of a social body suffers all 
tne others suffer, and especially that as 
long as such an important member as 
agriculture is unhealthful the entire or- 
ganism must be undermined, I am con- 
vinced that it is the duty of the govern- 
ment to afford trade, industry and agri- 
culture an equal. measure of protection, 
but that one of them, agriculture, abso- 
lutely needs strong protection. It is in 
pursuance of this principle of even-hand- 
ed justice that the bill for the completion 
and improvement of the canals has been 
drawn up. If the measure favored indus- 
try at the expense of agriculture or the 
west monarchy to the detriment of the 
east, I would not have supported it.’’

Man No Mercy. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., January = 9.—(Spe- 
clal.)—Judge Estill, of the circuit court, 
had opportunity to put into execution his 
threat made to violators of the Sunday 
law. Hamp Stead, a barkeeper, admitted 
to two charges of selling whisky on Sun- 
day and appealed to the mercy of the

BIXBY IS CHARGED 


WITH WIFE BEATING 


His Little Boy Tells How His Mother 
Was Struck. 


THE WIFE WOULDN’T TESTIFY 


Bixby’s Sister in Law Said She Had 
Been Influenctd by Her Husband. 


MAN SAYS HE IS UNFORTUNATE VICTIM 


Recorder Broyles Required a $200 
Bond, and Said Wife Beaters 
Should Have Whipping Post. 


The police arrested yesterday morning 
B. H. Bixby, a white man, a painter by 
trade, and who lives at No. 47 Markham 
street, on the charge of having given his 
wife a severe beating. 

Officer Moon made the grrest at the in- 
stigation of the man's wife and her rela- 
tives. 

Bixby was arraigned in the recorder’s 
court yesterday afternoon. His wife, her 
sister and his little son were the witnesses 
against him. The wife had her face part- 
ly hidden by a heavy veil to hide the 
bruises and swollen places. 

When the recorder asked Mrs. Bixby 
if she desired to make any statement 
about the affair, she was silent. ‘The 
court cannot force you to testify against 
your husband if you do not’ wish 
to do so, 
Broyles. Mrs. Bixby’s_ sister, however, 
talked out in court. She said that Bixby 
had beat his wife a number.of times most 
shamefully. 

The little boy with trembling lips told 
how his father had struck his mother 
three times with his fists. Bixby smiled 
when this evidence was. being given 
against him. 

“I am an unfortunate man,” he stated. 
“My wife has a terrible tamper and is 
subject to the most violent fits of hys- 
teria. Sometimes I have to put my fin- 
gers in my ears and rush out of the 
nouse. Then, there is my sister in law. 
She is mad with me and I have to stand 
her tongue also. I work hard and try to 
take care of my family the best I know 
how.”’ 

‘“‘Now Mrs. Bixby,’’ said the recorder to 
the wife, ‘‘do you wish to make a state- 
ment?’’ 


“Oh, of course she won't talk,” said the 
woman’s sister. ‘‘Her husband had a talk 
with her after he was arrested and he 
begged her to keep her mouth shut. The 
truth ain’t in that man, Judge Broyles.”’ 

Recorder Broyles said he would bind 
Bixby over to the state courts for wife- 
beating and the bond was fixed at $200. 

‘“‘There ought to be a whipping post for 
all wife beaters,’’ remarked the recorder, 
when he disposed of the case.

TOOK POISON AND [DETECTIVES CATCH 


ENDED HIS LIFE 


Suicide of Felix Cobb In His Uncle’s 
Office. 


HiS DEAD BODY WAS. FOUND 


Left a Note to. His Mother Bidding 
Her Farewell. 


SPOKE BEFORE DEATH OF BUYING COFFIN 


He Was Married and Separated from 
His Wife—His Home Was in 
Carrollton—Brother in Atlanta. 


————— 


When Joseph L. Cobb, lawyer, entered 
his office at 57% East Hunter street yes- 
terday morning he found the dead body of 
his nephew, Felix Cobb, lying on a lounge. 

Felix Cobb, whose home is at Carroll- 
ton, Ga., committed suicide by swallow- 
ing morphine and cocaine from a glass. 

The suicide’s body was found at 17:30 
o’clock and he had then been dea@ several 


hours, 

The man had told friends that he in- 
tended to kill himself and had even 
spoken about going to an undertaker's 
and selecting his own coffin. 

He left a nate which was found near 
his body and he mist have penned it 
when he was fast sinking under the in- 
fluence of the drugs, for the last words 
were barely legible. The note was as 
follows: 

Dear: Mother and Father—My life is 
fast ebbing out. Weep not for me. I 
fee] that “it is well.’”’ Things that 
come from an unhappy marriage pro- 
duce much in this life that is unpleas- 
ant. As I write my heart grows 
weaker, and before you see these iines 
—my last words—I will be dead. Now 
do not grieve. I am dying. Lovingly. 

FELIX N. COBB. 

Hilburn’s undertaking company took 
charge of the body and the coroner held 
an inquest in the afternoon, The verdict 
of the jury was that death was the re- 
sult of morphine and cocaine taken with 
suicida] intent. 

Tuesday afternoon Cobb said to friends 
that he would end his life, but they did 
not believe him to be in earnest. Late 
in the afternoon he said to a friend that 
he would go to Carrollton soon, but it 
would be as a dead man. 

He came to Atlanta a short while ago 
on a visit and was expected to return to 
Carroliton in a few days. 

Cobb was married to Miss Mattie Smith 
at Carrollton about twenty years ago, 
and about nine years ago they separated. 
Their only child, a son, is with his moth- 
er, who is postmistress at Carrollton, 

The deceased is said to have about $5,000 
life insurance, 

His brothers reached Atlanta  Iast 
night, having been summoned by tele- 
graph, and they will make the funeral 
arrangements this morning. 


WOMAN WANTED GOVERNOR 
TO SUPPRESS TELEPHONES 


Governor Candler had an unusual vist- 
tor yesterday—a woman who did not leave 
her card, but whose visit left a decided 
impression upon the governor. 

It was at the mansion about the dinner 
hour. A lady was announced who desir- 
ed to see Governor Candler on a “pressing 
and important” matter. What it could be 
the governor could not imagine. He had 
visions of some horrible outrage that 
would perhaps require the aid of his ex- 
ecutive action in bringing the inhuman 
criminals to justice. Unless business is 
“pressing and important” it is seldom 
transacted at the mansion—generally at 
the executive office. 

Entering the parlor Governor Candler 
came face to face with a middle-aged 
woman, attractively dressed and of good 
appearance. The salutation was brief and 
the governor sought to learn the nature 
of her mission with less than the usual 
delay. . 

“Governor,” she said in wild and appeal- 
ing tones, ‘‘something must be done at 
once or we shall all be ruined. It is perme_ 
ating the whole country, bringing des- 
truction to our homes and death to our 
loved ones.”’ 

In this incoherent, rambling style, she 
continued for some minutes, the governor 
pugzled all the while to Know the “‘press- 
ing and important’’ point at which she 
was aiming. Finally after direct ques- 
tioning, she said: 

“It is the telegraph, the telephones and 
phonographs that are driving the country 
to wreck and ruin. They are permeating 
everything, destroying everything, leav- 


ing nothing. Governor, they must be sup- 
pressed. I appeal to you to put down this 
disastrous evil.’’ 

Wherein the telegraph and telephone 
were such monstrosities as she described 
the governor failed to see, using them 
daily as he does and getting considerable 
satisfaction out of the manner in which 
they facilitate business. He was at least 
interested to know, and the lady, who is 
from Walton county, proceeded to inform 
him. 

“It is those death dealing and blighting 
fluids they send forth to permeate every- 
thing,’’ she told him. ‘‘With their prus- 
sic acids and their chemicals they make 
those terrible fluids and send them 
throughout the country. When I put one 
of those telephones to my ear that blight- 
ing fluid permeates my whole body frun- 
ning out my fingers and toe-tips. This 
curse has ruined my husband. It has 
brought him to the condition where he 
reels and falls about upon the streets. 

“Governor, for God's sake, won't you 
put an end to this horrible curse? It will 
take many troops to do it. I appeal to 
you to send ten regiments of men up to 
my home at once for it will take every 
one of them to put down these awful 
evils.’’ 

Thus she continued excitedly and almost 
hysterical for some minutes, and the 
governor understood. He endeavored to 
assuage her excited feelings with the as- 
surance that he would do-all in his power 
to remedy the evils she complained of, 
even though it were necessary to send 
twenty regiments of troops to Walton 
county. Calmed at last by the governor's 
courteous persuasion, she left the man- 
sion with the pleasing promise that she 
would call again to see him about the 
matter.,

W. J. Stoddard Was Not Allowed 
To Marry Again by Verdict of 
Jury on Tuesday.

A SNATCH THIEF 


Notorious Pocketbook Snatcher is Be- 
hind the Bars. 


LADIES IDENTIFY HIM 


He Has Robbed Many Women of 
Money on the Streets. 


HOW IT IS SAID HE WORKED HIS GAME 


Dan Green, a Negro, Arrested by 
City Detectives on Charge of 
Snatching Purses. 


A notorious snatch thief was arrested 
last night and locked up at the police 
barracks by Detectives Chosewood and 
Harris. The th§ef is Dan Green, a negro, 
and it is saifl that he committed nearly 
all, if not all, of the robberies which have 
occurred in the city on the streets within 
the past two or three months. 

Day after day: it has been reported to 
the police that ladies had had their pock- 
etbooks seized by a negro. At least a 
dozen cases of the kind have been re- 
ported within three or four weeks, and in 
every instance the description given 
of the thief which was the same. 

The highwayman grew bolder and a few 
nights ago he seized Miss Bessie Brown, 
of 145 Spring street, and throwing her to 
the ground secured her purse and fled. 
This occurred near the. governor's man- 
sion early in the evening. 

In some instances the thief got large 
amounts of money and it is estimated 
that his robberies have reached the sum 
of $300. 

Detectives Harris and Chosewood were 
specially detailed to look into the high- 
way robberies.and they at least succeeded 
yesterday in securing a clew which led 
to the arrest of the negro Dan Green. 

Green was identified by three ladies who 
were robbed including Miss Brown. The 
prisoner denies his guilt. It is believed 
he has given some fictitious name. 

What led the detectives to believe that 
one negro was committing all the rob- 
beries was that every case was worked 
the same way. The thief watched his 
victim as she left a store and followed 
her until she reached a place that was 
lonely or secluded or where there was no 
one in sight at the time. The ladies all 
stated that the negro who robbed them 
followed them several blocks. 


WELL-KNOWN VETERAN DEAD. 


Robert Dougherty Lost His Sight in 
the Famous Fight at the 
Crater. 

Robert Dougherty, a well known con- 
federate veteran, died yesterday morning 
at his home on Broyles street from ner- 
vous prostration and heart failure. While 
only a private in the ranks, he was a 
courageous and trusted soldier, and when 
the war was ended became a loving and 

faithful father and husband. 

Mr. Dougherty was a& doorkéeper in the 
senate gallery at the last session of the 
legislature, 

We was a son of William Dougherty, a 
distinguished Georgia lawyer. At the out- 
break of the war he enlisted in the Third 
Georgia regiment, and at ‘“The Crater,”’ 
July 30, 1864, he lost his right arm in the 
confederate cause. After the explosion 
his regiment, with others, went to restore 
the lines. They drove the federals back 
and went over the breastworks. As he 
went to the top of the works a negro 
soldier on the other side fired at close 
range. That shot cost Mr. Dougherty his 
right arm but a comrade killed the negro 
before he could raise his gun a second 
time. 

Mr. Dougherty was about fifty-nine 
years old and a member of the Atlanta 
camp of Confederate Veterans. He leaves 
a wife and six children. The funeral will 
take place at 3 o’clock this afternoon 
from the residence on Broyles street, and 
will be under the auspices of the Atlanta 
veterans. The interment will be at Oak- 
land cemetery. 

The following order was issued yester- 
day bv the commander of atlanta camp 
No. 159. 

Atlanta, -<«a., January —Attention! 
Atlanta camp, No. 159, United Confederate 
Veterans: Comrade Robert Dougherty, 
Company K, Third Georgia Regiment, 
died this morning at 8o’clock at his home, 
No. 18 Broyles street, Atlanta, and his 
remains will be buried at Oakland cem- 
etery at 3 p. m.,; Thursday, January 10. 

All the members of Atlanta camp, who 
can attend the funeral of this worthy, 
gallant confederate veteran are urged to 
pay this last tributé to our friend and 
comrade. 

The following members oi the camp are 
detailed to act as pallbearers, and will 
report at the undertaking establishment 
of Frank Hillburn at 2:30 p. m.: 8S. D. 
Mitcyell, Thomas J. Buchanan, John W. 
Nelms, Thomas L. Armistead, W. H. Har- 
rison, Robert L. Rodgers, B. M. Zettler.

City Council | Refuses To 
Franchise Requested. 
Charleston, S. C., January 9.—(Spectal.) 
The city council of Charleston has gone 
on record as being everlastingly opposed 
to horse cars. At a special meeting of 
the joint committee of streets and rail- 
roads the petition for a franchfse from 
the Charleston Suburban and Summer- 
ville railway was considered, but a fran- 
chise was not granted because the pro- 
moters failed to show what kind of mo- 
tive power would be employed in the op- 
eration of the Mne.
